A si^fEfiDAH i> designated in the Dutch Oniwf ittition as t Iu j "Untrfrl- 
fstmI rt or ^ s *fry tT ol the NtWiterhinths. It is not the seat of the 

government* nor the residence of Hie royal fnmily, which are at 
The Hague- Bui if is Holland^ largest city (it had a pre-war 
population of nearly KOujiOn) ami was mo of thij greats com- 
mercial and banking centers of the world.

The Hawk is the seat of the Dutch Government and the residence 
of the royal family* Oilier it has also been for centuries a meet- 
ing place for iitiormuional confcreai^ and more recently t hr 
veai of the World Court, h. is a sort of international capital.

MAASTRICHT 

Maastricht, wit h n population of about i ifi, tlOO T is the capital of 
the Dutch province of LmROiia Tins city* although resotttlaiy 
Dufi h in spirit, bus on urroirat of its location iti the extreme south 
of the country, a definite foreign touch. It is less than 15 miles 
from the Belgian mid German borders. It i" of a particular 
interest to lover* of art iKa-nu&e of aru ieid churches and their 
t censures. 

The history of Maastricht is quite different from that of the 
other purls of Holland. The city on the left hank of the river 
Meuse wits originally founded Ivy the Romans who called it ?W 

ud — 1\ iiiuue which lulerbeeimie Maastricht. Since 

that time the town, herimse uf its stintegir lorn Linn, lots been the 
victim of n great number of wars. At. one time or another it hits 
belonged tu the Northern Xh herlunds, Southern Netherlands, 
Fmiltjg. Germany* Urn bant, and the Bishopric of Liege, Finally, 
hi 1839 when (lie split came between the Southern Netherlands 
(now railed Belgium) and the Northern Xerherlumls (now simply 
called tlmNethtu kuds).

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these changes in ndiMliisthitiau have cmesmI Maastricht to reflect 
different political rind social in fluency. 

If you arrive in town by train you'll find yourself in the quirt 
suburb of Wyk. To get In town you go down I ho S' i*ati o s -S 1 nt a at 
noil the Bbuoh'ihaat to the Mam Bbhkik which crosses the Mas* 
Rrraet (Mouse Biver ns you probably know it). This bridge wan 
orlghuilly built in 12^0 and rebuilt hi 1683. Bef ore crossing it yon 
might visit t In- modem Gormr (hitmen of St. MaRtw* 

As you cross t he Meuse ntv\ enter tM town you might swing off 
the BituUBTBAAT and goduwn the Klein k Staat to Ofeso^aUed Oui 
Town II \ts» (Om*I Shidlmis). Hereyoull find a fine old 16 th rcii- 
tiny building full of Roman and medieval antiquities To get to 
the real Town Uaix. Inhaled on the market place, you take the 
AIuntsthaat, which is a fine wide streets On tin- way you mighi 
take a look nt the former Auatjsnxr: Cmmt'H with its beautiful 
baroque oust facade. 

The real Town Mull (Sfoiihum) is u 17th century building and 
is worth n visit fur its finely proportioned central hall and the adb 
joining morns rontairring pitiiirti>, old leather hangings, and Brus- 
sels lapesiry by Van Der Borght, These tapestries rapresent the 
history of the Israelites in the wilderness. 



From here you might walk up the Bosehstmu for a visit to the 
Roman Cai-holii' Cmmn up St, Matthew (St. Mattbiaskeh^ ) 
which is art hiuupiH thitbic Guiding ™n*trncti?d in thelfith century. 

The CmuEcu op St, Sbbvatius is located in the southwest of the 
Vbuthof. li is cspcriiilly worth seeing for it is the oldest riuireh 
in the XctliwIiLiida, during nil the way buck lt> 500-598. It hite, 
however* been considerably mmhariuzecL Its chief feature U the 
Emperors Hull which contains u fine marble statue of Charle- 
magne. Against its pedestal are exhibited remains of a stout 
altar to the Madonna dating to the t®th century and the oldest 
fixed reredu- in existence, 

Ot her churches of interest are the Protesvaht GffurH, formerly 
the baptistry of the cathedral (St. Janskerk), dating to the 15tb 
century; the Church op Ntrrufc Da&te dating to the tlth century; 
and the Church of the Mixoumrs, IHth century. 

For a msi period you might try the St/Uik-Paux, It has a good 
mstmmtnl and a fine view of the Meuse, Converts nsed to. and 
may bt til- take place here in the summer. 

One of the principal and very interesting features of Maastricht 
are the PKrcttsnERo Caserns* These are a subterranean labyrinth 
iif k midst one <] Liurri es about 40 minutes- walk from the city. They 
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are said to have served for ninny purposes. thru- ivporr is that 
the underground movement in the Xefherlands used the caverns 
us a hiding place, while other reports have indkuted that the Oer- 
mans intended to build a m i mu furl u ring plant in them where it 
would W- safe against air uUaelts Earlier stories relate that 
‘hiring the French revolution the caverns formed ideal hiding 
places \ on probably woij'i he permitted to visit the caverns 
without a guide. IkX'Uttee ymi can easily lo^e your way. In all. the 
labyrinth is more titan twelve miles long and seven miles wide.
